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THE FORTY-FIFTH SESSION 



WEDNESDAY, SEPTEMBER 15, 1915. 

The Southwest Missouri Annual Conference met in its forty-fifth annual 
session in the M. E. Church, South, Slater, Missouri, Sept. 15, 1915; Bishop E. R.

We heartily concur in the plan of the General Sunday School Board of making 
the District the unit and of organizing each District into a Sunday School Asso- 
ciation with the following officers: An executive committee, with the Presiding 

Elder ex officio Chairman; a President; a Secretary-Treasurer, and a Depart- 
mental Superintendent for the Elementary, Home Departments, Teacher Training 
and Wesley Bible Class Departments. 

Standard of Efficiency. 

Realizing the worth of every requirement in the Standard of Efficiency given 
U3 by the General Sunday School Board, we endorse it and recommend it to every 
Sunday School in the conference and urge them to strive to attain unto it. 

Teacher Training. 

We believe that the effectiveness of the work of the Sunday School depends 
in a very large degree upon the work of the Teacher. Therefore, we urge that 
every school in the Conference make an earnest attempt to organize a Teacher 
Training class. 

Children's Day. 

In-as-much as we learn from the Treasurer that only a little more than fifty 
per cent of our charges have observed Children's Day during the past year, and 
as your Booard is greatly in need of funds to meet the increasing demands, we, 
therefore, urge each pastor to read carefully paragraphs 265 and 270 of the Dis- 
cipline. And, realizing their influence and responsibility at this point, to see to 
it that not only every charge but that every Sunday School observe Children’s 
Day receive an offering and send it at once to Bro. Scarritt. 

W eslej? Bible Classes. 

We note with concern that many of our Organized Classes are enrolling with 
the Internationa] Associations and ignoring our own Wesley ‘Bible Class Depart- 
ment at Nashville. In view of this condition we wish to emphasize this point and 
urge that all classes in the Intermediate, Senior and Adult grades organize ac- 
cording to» the Standard of our Church and send their applications for enroll- 
ment to Rev. C. D. Bulla. 

Institutes. 

We heartily agree w T ith the suggestion of the Sunday School Board of the 
Missouri Conference that the Presiding Elders of the three Missouri Conferences 
be requested to so arrange the dates of their District Conferences that the Di- 
visional Field Secretary and the Conference Sunday School Boards can hold a 
Sunday School Institute at each Conference. 

Assistance. 

It is the policy of the Board to assist in the organization of Mission Sunday 
Schools and to furnish needy Sunday Schools with supplies for at least one 
quarter on application of Pastor or Presiding Elder. 

Programs for Children’s Day will be furnished to all schools desiring them. 

Conference Field Secretary. 

We are glad to announce that our Board has secured the services of Rev. 
R. F. Campbell, for two months, covering the period of District Conferences. 
His duties, will be to act with the Board in arranging for and holding a Sunday 
School Institute in connection with each District Conference. We bespeak for 
him your heartiest co-operation.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We view with deep gratification the healthful state of our educational inter- 
ests and brilliant prospects for larger development of this great work in the 
future. Both our connectional and our Conference enterprises are admirably 
preparing themselves to take their; place in meeting the opportunities before 
them. 

Dr. A. J. Lamar, representing the Educational Commission; Dr:. Casper 3. 
Wright, Vice-President Southern Methodist University, and Dr. Stonewall Ander- 
son, Secretary General Board of Education, were before us, each presenting the 
claims of the important interests tc which he was delegated. 

Dr. Paul H. Linn, of Central College; Dr. Z. M. Williams, Central College for 
Women, and Dr. Arthur Bonner, of Scarritt-Morrisville College, (represented our 
local educational institutions. 

Having fully and carefully digested their reports and presentations, we pro- 
pose as follows: 

Regarding Southern ’Methodist 'University: 1. We recommend to the Con- 

ference .the adoption of the preamble and resolution contained in the paper pre- 
sented to the Conference by Casper S. Wright on behalf of the Educational Com- 
mission, which resolution is a part of the application on behalf of the Confer- 
ences named in the preamble of the Educational Commission and of the Trus- 
tees of Southern Methodist University to so amend the charter of* the said 
University as to make it a Connectional University of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, 'South, owned and controlled by the General Conference of the Church. 
2. We have heard with pleasure' the* report of the Educational Commission as 
submitted for our information by Bishop Warren A. Candler, the chairman of the 
Commission, and we express our gratification that such fine progress has been 
made in the establishment of two Universities, viz.: Emory, located at Atlanta, 

Ga., and Southern Methodist, located at Dallas, Texas. 3. We ask the election of 
J. T. Pritchett as Trustee of Southern Methodist University, Dallas, Texas, from 
the Southwest Missouri Conference. 

Regarding our Educational enterprise at Columbia, we have received and 
carefully canvassed the report of the -"Temporary Commission bn Religious Inter- 
ests at the State University. Conforming to their suggestion we ask the election 
of W. M. Rader and J. T. Rector on the Permanent Commission provided. We 
make an appropriation for the work as indicated below. 

We make the following nominations for Conference election: Hon. W. C. 
Scarritt and J. T. Pritchett as Curators of Central College; W. J. Campbell and 
Dr. Arthur Nelson as Curators of Central College for Women; M. E. Earley, O. 
C. Jackson. C. C. Woods, W. P. Buckner, and W. G. W T illis as Curators of Scarritt- 
Morrisville College. We request the .Commission to classify Scarritt-Morrisville 
College as a “B” grade college, wheni they shall have met the requirements and 
standards of scolarship and equipment set forth by the Commission. 

We ask the following appointsments by the Bishop: J. T. Pritchett, Confer- 

ence (Secretary of Education, Dr. Arthur Bonner, President Scarritt-Morrisville 
College; Dr. Z. M. Williams, President ‘Central College for Women; F. A. Culmer, 
Student-Teacher at Central College; J. D. Prater, student at Northwestern Uni- 
versity. 
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We recommend assessments to the amount of $5250, as ‘follows:

REPORT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD, 

Dear Fathers and Brethren*. 

We have approximately one hundred-sixty leagues with more than five thou- 
sand members within the bounds of the Conference. This would indicate that 
this Board has something to represent whether or not it has something to do. 

It occurs to us, however, in the light of certain facts, that we exhort the 
brethren of the Conference, and we take pleasure in doing so briefly. 

Exhortation No. 1: We need to remember that the Epworth League, both 

according to the plans of its founders and its very character, is essentially a 
missionary and evangelistic institution and not merely a supplementary money 
raising channel whose identity is to be so merged into the general work of the 
church that it loses its distinctive character. We recommend therefore that 
the money raised by our Leagues for missions be for some special purpose and 
that mission study classes and evangelistic effort be the special work of our 
League. 

Exhortation No. 2: The -work of our General Board as well as the League 

work in the State is dependent very largely upon the Anniversary Day offerings 
and dues. We therefore insist that all due effort be put forth to raise these 
funds, and turn them into their proper channels. 

Exhortation No. 3: The Epworth Era is our young people’s special organ. 

It. is necessary to the church as a whole and to the league in particular, but it 
is published at a loss because of lack of support. A word to the wise should 
suffice. 

Finally, *we repeat the endorsement of our former board with reference to 
the Missouri State organization, and the state conference, and trust that both the 
organization and the conference will continue to grow in power and support. 

_ We believe in the League, we believe that we ought to study it and not turn 

away from it, and we ought to encourage and not doubt. Trusting that we will 
all do so, we respectfully submit our report.

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

Dear Brethren: 

It is unnecessary for this board to insist that the claims of the American 
Bible Society are among the most valid laid upon us. The work of the Society 
is not only a matter of wide interest but of great usefulness. 

In view of the rumor that the Society has vast funds from which interest is 
derived sufficient to meet all requirements, your board deems it advisable to 
say here that the income of the funds in hand provides for only 16 per cent of 
its budget. The Society depends upon voluntary contributions for a majority of 
its work; and its work is so vital in its relation to our work that we cannot 
afford to cut down on its funds. 

While it has paralyzed the work of many mission fields, the present great 
war has created a great demand for the Word; the mission fields are clamoring 
for more copies of the Bible and for its translation into numerous! new lan- 
guages. The church Missionary boards have left this work practically in the 
hands of the American Bible Society; and despite the fact that the Society dis- 
tributed more than 6,500,060 copies last year, it cannot meet the demand. Fur- 
ther expansion is impossible without funds. 

To this end, and in view of the facts that this is the centennial year of the 
American Bible Society, your board recommends that this conference designate 
the month of January as a month for special activity in Bible Society work, 
and that suitable services be held and collections be taken in all the congrega- 
tions of the conference for the society. 

We commend the plan followed by one or two of our Presiding Elders in 
personally seeing that this collection is taken, and in calling the attention of 
busy pastors to its merits. 

Your board began a campaign of exhortation and education last year by 
mailing out letters and leaflets to the pastors of the conference. We are pleased 
to note this year an increase in offerings over last year of more than $115. The 
amount for the year is $364.94, contributed as follows:

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

St. Louis Christian Advocate. 

We heartily endorse the management of the St. Louis Christian Advocate 
under Drs. Woods and Mather, whereby an indebtedness of $2,500.00 has in the 
last year been converted to a cash balance of over $1,000.00, which, taken with 
good accounts amounting to over $1,200.00, gives a balance of about $2,300.00. 
We are pleased to note that at the same time the high standard of the paper 
has been maintained. Just now, or within the near future, the patronizing con- 
ferences, in order to place the Advocate on a sure financial footing, should give 
an increase of subscribers to the paper of at least fifty per cent. We urge that 
the Southwest Missouri Conference should not fall short of its privilege and 
duty in this obligation to our Conference organ. 

We recommend the re-appointment of Dr. C. C. Woods as editor and ask 
that Rev. John F. Caskey be appointed on the editorial advisory committee. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate. 

We regret very much that our General organ reaches less than fifteen thou- 
sand of our church homes, a large number of which is parsonage homes. This 
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in addition to unpaid subscriptions yield a loss to the church of over eight 
thousand dollars for the past year. Could two new subscribers from each pas- 
toral charge of the church be added to the mailing list this deficit would be 
turned to a handsome profit, and all the interests of our great cause would be 
advanced. 

We find no cause for self gratification in the fact that the Ep worth Era and 
the Methodist Review are published at a loss to the publishing house of over 
five thousand dollars. It does seem that the very superior excellence of these 
publications should commend them to the loyal intelligence of our church. 

We call attention to the Misisonary Voice, published by the Board of Mis- 
sions, as being full of information and inspiration that will help every one who 
reads it to a higher life and a richer devotion to the cause of our Lord and His 
Christ. 

We think that our Sunday School literature is not excelled by any other, 
and that it is the very best for all our Sunday Schools. 

We wish our people to bear in mind the fact that a certain part of our pub- 
lishing house profits are each year turned to the support of our Conference 
Claimants (the Southwest Missouri Conference receiving $400.00 this year) and 
that every dollar which we as Methodists spend for literature other than our 
own is a diversion of funds from our worthy superannuaated. We recommend to 
our preachers the Post Graduate Reading course selected by the Bishops, the 
books of which can be secured for eight dollars. Our book stores at Nashville, 
Dallas and Richmond are the largest in the South and can furnish promptly at 
as low a price as can any other house in the United States.

COMMITTEE ON ADVOCATE. 

The joint committee appointed by the three Conferences of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in Missouri, to safeguard their interests in the admin- 
istration of their property of the St. Louis Christian Advocate, bequeathed to 
the Conferences in the will of the late Dr. W. B. Palmore, report: 

Dr. Palmore by his will gave all his property to the Church, naming as his 
beneficiaries the Central Female College at Lexington, Missouri, to which he 
left all his real estate; and the three Conferences in Missouri, to which he left 
the St. Louis Christian Advocate — the assets of which are its mailing lists and 
good will. 

Your committee met at the Advocate office in the City of St. Louis, October 
?7th, 1914, and appointed as a sub-committee Hon. C. M. Hay and X. P. Wilfley, 
attorneys, to examine into the condition of the property and report. They em- 
ployed an expert accountant to examine the books of the St. Louis Christian 
Advocate Publishing Company. From the accountant’s report nothing could 
be certainly determined as the record of business showed only single entry, 
often not itemized so as to be intelligible and no bank accounts to verify or ex- 
plain them. 

There also appeared before the committee a claimant not mentioned in the 
will, Miss Amy Donnan, to whom Dr. David McAnnally had left his one-fourth 
interest in the Advocate at the time of his death. 

In this state of affairs your committee could only recommend a settlement 
by mutual agreement between the claimants without litigation. The parties all 
desire such a settlement and it seems likely to be accomplished. 

In the nature of the case your work has only been advisory. The properties 
are still in the hands of the Administrator, so that neither the Trustees ap- 
pointed to receive and manage the Advocate Company, nor the Trustees of the 
College have as yet received the properties given to them in the will. 

Supplementary to the foregoing report your committee respectfully suggests 
that in order to establish a closer nexus of the Conferences with the St. Louis 
Christian Advocate and to aid in its circulation we recommend that an editorial 
committee be established by the appointment of one member from each of the 
three Conferences in the State whose function shall be advisory to the Trusees 
to aid them in securing suitable persons to edit the paper and to promote a cir- 
culation among our people.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CENTENNIAL CONFERENCE 

CELEBRATION. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

Pursuant to your orders, after some correspondence during the Conference 
year the representatives of your Conference met with the representatives of the 
other Missouri Conferences at Fayette in June and held two meetings. There 
were present: C. O. Ransford, H. D. Thompson, B. D. Sipple, Dr. P. H. Linn, of 

the Missouri Conference; W. T. McClure, J. T. Pritchett and F. M. Burton in 
place of T. M. Cobb of the S. W. Mo. Conference, and E. T. Clark of the St. Louis 
Conference. After lengthy discussion we decided to recommend the following 
to our respective Conferences: 

1. That the Centennial Celebration of the organization of the Missouri 
Conference be held in Fayette, Mo., beginning Wednesday, August 30th, 1916, and 
that Sunday and Monday, Sept. 3rd and 4th be the official days of the celebra- 
tion. 

2. That sermons and addresses delivered be printed in the Conference 
Journal which shall that year be a special Centennial edition printed on sub- 
stantial paper. 

3. That, if needed, a stenographer be employed for the occasion. 

4. That the Conference Secretary request the College of Bishops to appoint 
Bishop E. R. Hendrix to preside over the Conferences in Missouri or that they 
arrange that Bishop Hendrix may have the opportunity to meet with us on the 
occasion of the celebration. 

5. That the Conferences formerly a part of the Missouri Conference be offi- 
cially notified of our contemplated celebration. 

6. That special commemorative services be held in all churches and at all 
District Conferences during the year. 

7. That as recommended by the Ecumenical Methodist Commission, Sun- 
day, March 26, or Sunday, April 2nd, 1916, be observed in our churches with a 
special sermon and other appropriate exercises — the hundredth anniversary of 
the death of Bishop Francis Asbury. 

8. That C. O. Ransford, I. T. Nash, B. D. Sipple, the Presiding Elder of the 
Fayette District and the pastor of the Fayette Station be appointed as the 
Committee to carry out these recommendations, prepare a suitable program, 
secure speakers and attend to all matters needful to the proper observance of the 
Centennial Anniversary.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM. 

Your Committee on Evangelism begs leave to submit the following report: 
One of the chief characteristics of Methodism from the beginning has been 
the evangelistic note in its ministry and the revival spirit in its membership. 
It is the proclamation of a whole gospel by men empowered of the Holy 
Holy Spirit — the offer of salvation of all who believe, in the name of a crucified 
Redeemer — that has made Methodism the mighty spiritual force it has become 
in the life of the race. And for us to undervalue the agencies that have been 
so signally blessed of God in the past to the conversion of sinners and the estab- 
lishment of his Church in all lands would be an evidence that we had forgotten 
“the rock whence we were hewn, and the hole of the pit whence we -were 
digged.” 

And yet it must be confessed that among thoughtful people in recent times 
a decided change of sentiment has occurred regarding the place the revival 
meeting should hold in the work of Methodism, and the type of evangelism that 
should be sought after and employed. The multiplication of other gospel agen- 
cies in the form of Christian literature, Sunday Schools, prayer meetings and 
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the frequent preaching of the gospel in every community has rendered more 
gradual the gathering of the unsaved into the kingdom and more difficult the 
bringing about of spiritual upheavals such as were witnessed in the early set- 
tlement of our country. The impossibility of producing revivals of like charac- 
ter with those obtained in Kentucky, Tennessee, and elsewhere a hundred years 
ago is driving the Church to the use of other means of evangelism no less 
Scriptural and more in keeping with the spirit and temper of the times. Such 
are the religious instruction of the children in the Sunday School and the win- 
ning of men and women one at a time by the people of the congregation under 
competent pastoral leadership. 

But another and perhaps more potent cause of the modern reaction against 
revivals is the undignified, sensational and unscriptural methods that have been 
used by many professional evangelists who have berated the Church, discounted 
its ministry, held up its membership to ridicule, indulged in coarseness of 
speech, depended upon humorous anecdotes and theatrical performances for 
results, rather than upon the Spirit of God, and manifested a greater concern 
for money than for souls. It should be a cause for profound thanksgiving that 
the law of the Church has been so amended that all local and itinerant evangel- 
ists must be approved by properly constituted committees of evangelism. 

Your Committee is convinced of the need of a more careful pastoral over- 
sight of the children of the Sunday School and congregation so that between the 
ages of eight and sixteen a well instructed class of boys and girls who have an 
intelligent understanding of the plan of salvation, a lively faith in Jesus Christ 
and a fair appreciation of the rules and usages of the Church may be received 
into its membership each year. Work of this kind should be extended over 
weeks of time and made to embrace Decision Day in the Sunday School. The 
candidates for Church membership should be divided into classes of suitable 
grade and meet not less than three times for instruction by the pastor before 
being received into full connction. No sensational or emotional type of revival 
to bring the children in should be used and those won in a quiet, personal way 
through the simple and earnest presentation of the word will, if properly directed, 
later on develop into the most valuable wmrkers in the Church. 

The time has come when campaigns of personal evangelism should be car- 
ried out in every charge in Southern Methodism, and when every congregation 
in the Southwest Missouri Conference should feel the thrill that comes from 
participation in one of the sanest and most promising types of evangelistic 
movement that has ever been inaugurated. The Win-One campaign conducted 
in St. Louis eighteen months ago under the leadership of Rev. L. E. Todd has 
been followed by similar campaigns in other cities that have been most fruit- 
ful in results, and plans are now being laid for the carrying out of a State-wide 
campaign in Texas during the coming year in every Conference, District and 
pastoral charge in that great commonwealth; and those big-hearted, broad- 
minded, enthusiastic Texans have set their goal at 100,000 accessions on next 
Easter Sunday. 

We thefefore recommend that a campaign of this kind be enterprised in the 
Southwest Missouri Conference early in th Calendar year of 1916 to culminate 
on Easter Day, said campaign to be conducted along the lines indicated in Dr. 
Todd’s new book soon to come from the press, under the general direction of 
the Conference Committee on Evangelism and the Personal leadership of the 
presiding elders and pastors. One of the good results of a campaign of this sort 
w T ill be the gathering up of hundreds of Church certificates held by persons 
whose membership has been left behind in the community from which they 
came. A surprisingly large number of unconverted will be led to Christ in this 
quiet way who will, if properly dealt with by the pastor, be far less likely to 
fall away than* if won in the ordinary revival meeting. And last but not the 
least will be the reflex benefit received by the workers, hundreds of whom 
have been dying in almost every congregation for the lack of some definite per- 
sonal work to do. These campaigns should begin not less than six or eight 
weeks before Easter and it has been found best in the majority of cases to 
spend the last ten days or two weeks in special daily services in which the 
preaching is done by the pastor himself, or by some successful brother pastor who 
has the gift of evangelism, or by some one of the many evangelists who have 
been recommended by the Conference or General Committee on Evangelism. 
Wherever it i s impracticable to put through the campaign immediately before 
Easter we recommend that some other date be appointed and the same general 
scheme be followed. 

Your Committee further urges the importance of cultivating the gift of pas- 
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toral evangelism and of making use of the ordinary services of the Church in 
an effort to reach the unsaved, recognizing that after all these methods have 
been used there will be still need of a revival sucb as our fathers sought after 
and obtained and in which not a few of the preachers and members of the 
Southwest Missouri were brought into the kingdom of God. In the judgment of 
your Committee the case is exceptional in which a revival effort should not be 
held in every congregation once a year. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. R. F. Campbell as Conference Evan- 
gelist for the ensuing year.

AMENDED ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION OF THE METHODIST 
BENEVOLENT ASSOCIATION. 

Article T. 



Now in this year 1915 the successors of the persons named as corporators 
in Article I of the original Articles of Association of the Methodist Benevolent 
Association, and the members of the Board of Directors of the said Association 
are as follows: William C. Scarritt, J. E. Alexander, Frank S. Groves, F. M. 
Burton, John A. Rich, Perry S. Rader, and Robert N. Allen, and the said 
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successors by and with the co-operation and consent of the Southwest Missouri 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal' Church, South, desire to and do avail 
themselves of the benefit of Article 10, Chapter 33, of the Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, 1909, and amndments thereto, by amending its Articles of Associa- 
tion and by reincorporating thereunder, and they, the said successors, do by 
subscribing their names hereto agree to each and all of these amended Articles 
of Association of the Methodist Benevolent Association. 



The original Article I of the Articles of Association of the Methodist Benev- 
olent Association is as follows: “Know All Men by These Presents, That we, 

Reuben V. Harvey, John E. Ryland, William Morrison, Thomas R. E. Harvey, 
William B. McFarland, Warren Wharton, and Andrew M. Rader, members of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, residing within the bounds of the South- 
west Missouri Conference in the State of Missouri, and our successors, hereby 1 
associate ourselves together as and organize ourselves into a bodcy corporate 
under the authority and provisions of Article VIII Chapter 37, entitled ‘Corpo- 
rations, Private,’ Volume 1, Wagner’s Missouri Statutes, 1872, by the corporate 
name and style of the Methodist Benevolent Association. The corporators above 
named to act as a Board of Directors of this corporation for the first year, and 
until their successors are elected, or appointed and qualified.” 

And the aforesaid Article I of the Articles of Association of the Methodist 
Benevolent Association is now reaffirmed and continued in full force and effect, 
and the Articles of Association of the said Methodist Benevolent Association are 
now amended and adopted as herein set out and the said Association is rein- 
corporated under the name of Methodist Benevolent Association, and it shall 
exist and continue as such for a term ending December 31, 2015. 

- Article II. 

The objects and purposes of this Association are to aid in promoting the 
bodily and mental health of, and in the maintenance and support of superan- 
nuated and worn-out ministers of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, mem- 
bers of the Southwest Missouri 'Conference, and the widows and orphans of de- 
ceased ministters of said church who were members of said conference at the 
time of their death. 

Article III. 

In order to carry out the objects and purposes of this corporation the Asso- 
ciation shall have full power and authority to acquire by gift, devise, purchase 
or otherwise, hold, improve, mortgage, encumber, sell, alien and convey real 
and personal property, money and choses in action, and to accumulate an en- 
dowment fund, and to loan, invest and manage the same and to apply the same 
or the rents, revenue and income thereof solely to the objects and purposes of 
this Association as expressed in Article II hereof; and it shall be appropriate 
and proper for the Association and its officers to make distribution of such rents, 
revenue and income through the board or officers of the said Southwest Missouri 
Conference which distributes conference funds to the objects and purposes spe- 
cified in Article II hereof. 

Article IV. 

The property and business of the Association shall be controlled and man- 
aged by a board of directors, seven in number, the majority of whom shall be 
laymen and the others clerical members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, residing in the bounds of the said Conference; and the said William C. 
Scarritt, J. E. Alexander, Frank S. Groves, F. M. Burton, John A. Rich, Perry S. 
Rader, and Robert N. Allen, shall constitute the Board of Directors for the 
time being and until their offices as directors are severally vacated. Whenever 
any director shall die, resign, or be excluded from said church, or remove from 
the bounds of the said Conference, his office as director shall be deemed to be 
vacated, or the office of any director may be vacated by a vote of the members 
of the said Conference. And when a vacancy or vacancies occurs in the Board 
of Directors the same shall be filled by a person or persons elected thereto by 
the said Conference upon the nomination of the remaining members Of the 
Board of Directors of a majority of them. Vacancies occurring in the Board of 
Directors during the vacation of the said Conference may be filled by the re- 
maining members of the said Board, or a majority of them, until the next meet- 
ing of such Conference, and until their successors are duly elected. 



Article V. 

The officers of this Association shall consist of a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary and Treasurer, who shall perform the duties ordinarily performed by 
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such officers of corporations, and such as shall be prescribed by the by-laws 
of this Association, and they shall be elected annually by the Board of Direct- 
ors from their own number and shall hold their office until their successors are 
duly elected and installed. And such officers, or a majority of them, shall in the 
vacation of the meetings of the Board of Directors, constitute and be an Execu- 
tive Committee for the transaction of the business of the corporation. 

Article VI. 

The Treasurer of the Association shall give bond to the Association in such 
form and with such security as the Board of Directors may approve, conditioned 
that he shall perform the duties of his office faithfully and account or, pay 
aud deliver all moneys, securities, papers and property which shall come into 
his hands or under his control as such Treasurer, to or in accordance with the 
orders of the Association. 

Article VII. 

This corporation shall be located at Kansas City, in Jackson County, Mis- 
souri, and may hold meetings of its Board of Directors there; but a meeting of 
the Board of Directors shall be held each year at the seat and during the ses- 
sion of the said Southwest Missouri Conference. 

Article VUL 

The Board of Directors may adopt such rules and by-laws for the govern- 
ment of the Association and its officers, and the transaction of the business of 
this corporation as they may deem necessary and proper, not contrary to or 
inconsistent with these Articles of Association, or the laws of the State of Mis- 
souri, and may alter or amend the same at pleasure. And the Board of Direct- 
ors by and with the co-operation and consent of said Southwest Missouri Con- 
ference, may from time to time make such amendments to these Articles of As- 
sociation as may be deemed necessary for the welfare of the Association, but 
they shall not change or impair the objects and purposes of this corporation as 
expressed in Article II hereof.

MEMBERSHIP. 

All the traveling preachers, who have been admitted into full connection; 
the superannuates, the supernumeraries; the lay leader and four lay delegates 
from ach presiding elder’s district. 

REPORTS. 

(1) All reports must be turned into the Statistical Secretary not later than 
noon of Friday of the Conference session; otherwise they will not be printed in 
the Conference minutes. 

(SLATER, 1915.) 

(2) The Statistical Secretary must verify all reports by the Treasurer’s bal- 
ance sheet. (Clinton, 1914.) 

FIXAXCES. 

(1) The expenses of printing the minutes shall be prorated among several 
Conference boards. (1915.) 

(2) The assessment for Conference claimants shall be 5 per cent of the 
amount assessed to the P. C. and P. E. 

And for the Sup. End. Fund, 1 per cent of the amount assessed to P. C.. This 
estimate shall be made upon the amount paid by the congregation; plus the 
amount paid to the P. C. by the Mission Board (Except in the case of the Insti- 
tutional Church). However, where there is no parsonage the Board of Stewards 
may make a reasonable allowance for house rent, and this amount is not consid- 
ered salary. 

The P. C’s are required to pay 5 per cent of amount received by them on sal- 
ary. If they do not raise it, the Conference Claimants’ Fund and the P. E’s are 
urged not to employ as supplies local preachers who will not comply with this 
law\ 

(3) The P. E. shall not prorate Missionary paid to the P. C.

Rev. James L. Proffitt. 

Rev. James L. Proffitt was born in Neosho, Newton County, Mo., March 16, 
1850; died in St. Louis, Mo., April 19, 1915. He was happily married to Miss 
Elsie Little, August 11, 1875, who with their three sons and one daughter sur- 
vive him to mourn their loss. Early in life he became a Christian and united 
with the Methodist Church. He followed school teaching until 1896. He was 
licensed to preach and served as a supply in the Western and St. Louis Confer- 
ences for seven years. 

Brother Proffitt was admitted to the St. Louis Conference in 1903. He w^as 
transferred to the S. W. Mo. Conference in 1912, and was serving his third year 
in Jerico Springs Station when his health gave way and he went to St. Louis 
where he patiently suffered for several months and met death triumphantly. 

Rev. J. L. Proffitt was a good and true man, faithful in all the relations of 
life.

Louis. Those who knew him loved him, and we all feel that the Conference has 
lost a true and faithful member, but we are sure that he has realized the hope 
he so earnestly preached to others.
